1  think,  however, 
that  from  the  places  you  mentioned,  Ladner's,  Surrey,  and 
Langley,  can  be  worked  successfully.  I  would  therefore  ask 
you  to  take  these  places  first.  Allow  me  to  state  to  you 
here  that  [  can  allow  you  only  fifty  dollars  for  each  lodge 
that  will  be  organized  through  you  getting  the  re([uired 
number  necessary,  and  can  allow  or  pay  for  no  other  expenses 
you  may  have.  Should  you  be  satisfied  with  those  conditions 
please  answer  at  once  and  F  will  see  that  the  necessary  papers 
are  forwarded  to  you.

RKC^OMMENDATIONH. 

1.  Tlie  Supreme  Lodge  at  its  last  session  adopted  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Laws,  iixing  the  maximum  age 
limit,  viz,  :  ''  The  Grand  Lodge  may  at  their  option  reduce 
the  maximum  age  limit  to  45  years."  I  would  strongly 
recommend  the  adoption  of  this  limit  for  our  jurisdiction. 

2.  Also  that  we  should  not  encourage  extra  hazardous 
risks,  such  as  coal  miners  and  sealers.  An  accident  causing 
the  death  of  several  members  at  one  time  would  be  a  very 
serious  matter  and  in  justice  to  our  organization  we  should 
discouracre  the  admittance  of  such  risks. 

GRAND   LECTURER. 

There  is  great  need  of  a  Grand  Lecturer  being  placed 
in  the  field,  but  the  financial  standing  of  our  small  jurisdic- 
tion does  not  as  yet  allow  such  a  venture,  I  think  however 
that  the  Supreme  Lodge  should  aid  in  the  extension  of  the 
Order  in  the  several  jurisdictions,  by  appointing  lecturers  in 
the  interest  of  the  Order.

The  case  of  JJrother  Roland  Oreen  is  one  which  has 
caused  the  Grand  Officers  no  snniU  amount  of  thought  and 
anxiety.     The  case  maybe  briefly  stated  as  follows: 

liefore  the  law  was  enacted  by  the  Supreme  Lodge 
making  it  compulsory  for  every  member  to  make  his  Bene- 
ficiary CeHiticate  payable  only  to  one  related  to  him  or  one 
dependent  upon  him.  In  the  year  1884,  Brother  Green 
made    his    beneficiary   payable  to  a  friend,    John  Graham. 
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This  friend  has  paid   all  dues  and  assessments,   keepinjr  him 
still  in  good  standing. 

(Irand  Master  Workman  J^eiser  received  a  note  from 
Brotlier  MacLauiihlMn,  who  is  aetino;  in  the  interest  of  Mr. 
Graham,  to  which  I  was  instructed  to  reply  as  follows:

Columbia  liable  for  all  Beneticiary  Certificates  issued  strictly 
in  accordance  to  the  then  exisling  laws  by  the  old  jurisdic- 
tion, and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  year  1884  there 
was  nothing  in  oui*  laws  prohibiting  the  payment  of  a  Bene- 
ficiary to  any  one  except  a  relative  or  a  person  depending 
upon  him,  which  is  now  the  case. 

We  cannot  issue  new  beneticiary  certiticates  to  Hrother 
lloland  Green,  only  in  accordance'  with  the  laws  of  our  order 
as  they  now  stand. 

I  give  this  as  my  opinion  and  cannot  guarantee  to  you 
what  action  the  Grand  Lodge  will  take  when  the  claim  be- 
comes payable.

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Tu  ln'idoe  over  tlu*  ditHculty  of  ohtaiiiiii^  tlu'  id'c^cnt 
certificate,  tluMiieinWer  can  file  an  atHchivit  that  his  certificate 
has  l)een  ktst,  or  is  witlield  from  liini,  upon  wliich  atfidavit 
a  duplicate  ciM'tificate  can  he  issiu'd  to  him.  an<l  upon  tliat 
certiticate  lie  can  autliorize  a  clianoeof  l>eneficiarv,  in  ac(v»r(l- 
ance  witli  tlie  laws  of  your  jurisdiction. 

I  assume  that  your  (Irand  Tiodofe  authorized  you  to  call 
in  all  certificates  for  which  your  jurisdiction  is  liable  and  to 
issue  new  ones  in  place  of  them,  if  siudi  should  he  the  fact.

••One  reason  why  we  have  been  so  particular  in  this 
ease  is,  there  nuiy  be  other  beneficiary  certificates  in  some  of 
our  okler  lodo;es,  which  are  payable  to  friends  (or  as  per  will 
etc..)  and  while  we  are  issuing  new  certificates  in  lieu  of 
those  now  lield  by  some  of  the  members,  wliich  are  payable 
in  the  Orejion  and  AV^ashincrton  jurisdiction,  we  must 
issue  them  only  as  the  laws  of  our  Order  now  direct.

It  will  he  noticed  that  nearly  one-half  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  rejections  wei'e  on  account  of  some  family  or  personal 
history  of  consumption,  or  a  tendency  theret(K  lii  making 
these  rejections  I  have  simply  followed  out  the  pi-inted  rules 
on  the  back  of  the  medical  reports,  without  going  sc>  far  as 
the  jni'isdiction  of  Arassachusetts,  where,  according  to  a 
letter  I  receiveil  from  the  late  Sui)reme  Physician,  Di'.  lluijli 
Dolierty,  (who  was  also  Grand  Medical  Examiner  in  that 
jurisdiction^  they  rejected  any  ap])licant  whose  family  history 
showed  even  one  memher  who  had  suffered  from  consump- 
tion. I  believe  this  to  be  a  sound  view,  for  not  only  is  con- 
sumption, or  rather  th .  tendency  or  lialiility  to  it,  inherited, 
but  it  has  been  proved  that  the  disease  is  directly  communi- 
cable from  one  person  to  another. 

Fortunately  we  have  to  recoi'd  no  death  from  small-pox 
during  the  past  year,  although  that  disease  was  more  or  less 
prevalent  in  this  Province  ail  the  year,  I  l)eg  that  no  one 
be  accepted  a  member  of  the  Order  in  this  j^  .visdiction  who 
l.'as  not  been  vaccinated  successfully  since  his  15th  year. 
The  mortality  of  small-pox  among  the  unvaccinated  is  so 
great  that  this  jurisdiction  cannot  afford  to  inchulesuch  per-

We,  your  repress u rat ives,  having  attended  the  twentieth 
stated  meeting!:  of  the  Snnremc  Lodoe,  held  in  the  city  of 
Helena,  Montana,  .lune  the  I4tli  to  the  :22nd.  beg  leave  to 
submit  our  I'eport. 

After  being  delayed  thi'ee  <lays  at  ^lissouia  through  a 
washout  on  the  railway.  We  reached  Helena  on  the  17th  of 
June,   the  Supreme  Lodge   had   then   been   in   session  three 
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days  transaoting  principally  routine  ImsineKs,   the  more   im- 
portant work  of  the  session  took  plaee  after  our  arrival. 

That  part  of  the  Supreme  Master's  rej;ort  referring  to 
British  Columbia  was  referred  to  a  special  committee. 
Supreme  Master  AVorknian  Kintrsly,  Bro.  Sullivan,  your 
reprer^entatives,  and  the  deleojates  from  Washinj^ton  and 
Oreufon,  attended  the  meetiui^  of  the  committee  iiivinor  every 
explanation  necessary  with  regard  to  setting  British  Colum- 
bia apa?t  as  a  separate  jurisdiction.  Showing  to  the  com- 
mittee that  what  has  been  done  was  ])erfectly  satisfactory  to 
the  three  jurisdictions  directly  interested,  nevertheless  the 
committee's  report  to  the  Supreme  Lodge  did  not  approve  the 
action  of  the  Suj)reme  Master.  When  the  report  came  be 
fore  the  Supreme  Lodge  an  additional  clause  was  moved,  and 
carried  (almost  unanimously)  endorsing  the  Supreme  Master's 
action,  and  instructing  the  Supreme  Lodge  to  grant  a  Char- 
ter to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia. 

Section  44  of  the  Supreme  Lodge  Constitution  was 
amended,  giving  Grand  Lodges  the  ])Ower  to  change  the 
maximum  age  of  applicants  for  Membershij)  from  Fifty  to 
Foi'ty-tive  years. 

The  Maximum  Assessment  for  British  C(dumbia  was 
fixed  at  twenty  until  the  next  re-adjustment. 

A  copy  of  our  (\)nstitution  was  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Laws,  who  reported  their  adoption,  which  report 
w^as  sanctioned  l>y  the  Supreme   Lodge. 

The  Supieme  liodge  will  hold  its  next  session  in  the 
City  of  Toronto,  Ontario,  connnencing  on  the  Third  Tuesday 
in  June,  ISDa. 

Your  Ile))resentatives  wish  to  place  upon  record  their 
ap[)reciation  of  the  treatment  they  received  from  the  Breth- 
eren  and  Citizens  of  Helena.

Aoain,  the  (question  of  unrestricted  admission  of  miners 
is  j)erhaps  a  canse  of  liindrance  to  uui'  [n'ooress,  a  cause 
which  in  my  humble  opinion  should  he  entirely  removed. 
In  this  district,  populated  as  it  is  mostly  hy  miners,  we  couhl 
make  only  poor  headway  in  our  lodtres  without  their  support. 
As  a  class  the}  are,  as  a  ueiu*ral  rule,  alike  worthy,  steady, 
and  healthy,  and  it  will  lujt  I  tirndy  believe  in  any  way 
militate  acrainst  the  interest  of  our  Order  to  have  it  freely 
understood  that  miners  will  be  always  acce|)table  amono'  the 
brethren  of  the  Ancient  Onler  of  United  Workmen.  It  is 
ji;iveu  as  a  fact  that  the  death  rate  amono-  miners  in  this 
neighborhood,  notwitlistanding  their  supposed  extra  liability 
to  accidents  undertrround,  is  no  areater  tl»an  that  of  trades- 
men  and  others  In  any  case  1  trust  the  (irand  Lodo-e  will 
<lecide  to  leave  the  selection  of  candidates  to  the  various 
lodges  and  Medical  Examiners,  subject,  of  course  to  the 
requirements  and  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Hoping   sincerely  that  the  business   to  be  transacted  at

To  Mcmhrvfi  of  Grand  Loihje  : 

Your  C-ommittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  G.M.W's. 
Report,  beg  to  say  we  have  carefully  considered  same  and 
must  congratulate  this  Grand  Lodge   upon    liaving  such  an 
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al)lt\  zealous  and  eiitluisia  ir  officer  in  cliarore  f>f  its  affairs,  and 
certainly  deserves  some  mark  of  appreciation  from  this 
(irand  Jnrisdicsion. 

While  it  may  have  inconvenienced  some  representatives 
and  caused  a  little  additional  expense  to  Grand  Lodge  in 
meeting  at  Chilliwhack,  yet  we  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying, 
that  we  deem  it  as  doing  the  Order  in  onr  iurisdiction  a 
fifreat  deal  of  jrood  bv  movinof  occasionally  to  the  interior 
centres  of  the  I*rovince. 

The  jurisdiction  is  certainly  thankful  to  the  (Irand 
Master  of  the  T'^niverse  for  the  care  taken  of  our  members, 
as  our  loss  by  death  has  been  small.  May  He  exten<l  His 
protection  and  iruidance  in  the  future. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  increase  of  meml)ership  and 
fully  concur  in  the  pointe<l  remarks  on  this  head,  and  beor  to 
supplement  the  G.M.W's.  advice  by  saying  that  more  life 
should  be  infused  in  our  iurisdiction,  ami  a  trreat  deal  can 
be  done  by  individual  effort. 

As  to  the  discoiiratrement  of  extra  hazardous  risks 
(specifying  coal  miners  and  sealers]  would  say,  that  we  do 
not  entirely  concur  in  tin!-:,  and  deem  it  a  matter  for  Grand 
Lodge  to  carefully  and  intelligently  debate. 

The  recommendation  of  maximum  age  limit  for  admis- 
sion  in  this  jurisdiction  to  be  45  meets  with  onr  approval 
and  advise  Grand  Lodge  so  to  amend  the  ( -onstitution.
